'  Dkbates  of' a  Political  Club.  [P.  360.]  ^ 

\T7E  now  come  to  the  molioii  made  by  Valerius  Vigil  (Mr 
V  (; — ge  G — le)  for  having  an  account  of  the  expenditure  of  the 
civil  lid  money  laid  before  the  aflembly  for  the  preceding  year, 
ending  the  5th  of  Jan.  1770.  The  motion^he  ulhered  in  with  aii 
alluhon  to  another  matter,  thus; 

Mr  Pvefidcnty 

has  been  long  a  melancholy  facl  in  the  proceedings  of  this 
•'ineinbly,  that  no  regulation  exiftcd  to  fliorten  the  time  of  decid* 
ing  contclled  ele<flions,  and  to  (lop  the  fhauieful  manner  in  which 
i>oih  the  petitioning  candidate,  and  the  perfon  a<ftually  returned, 
endeavour  to  eltablilh  their  preteuiions  to  a  (eat  in  this  houle* 

Sir,  indead  of  truding  to  the  merits  of  their  refpetdive  caufes, 
^he  principal  dependence  of  both  parties  is  their  private  interell 
i*niong  us;  and  it  is  fcandalouHy  notorious,  that- we  arc  as  earnedly- 
canvaded  to  attend  in  favour  of  the  oppodtc  fidcs,  as  if  we  were 
wholly  felf-eledlive,  and  not  bound  to  a<fl  by  the  piinciples  of  juf. 
lice,  but  the  difcretioiiary  impulfe  of  our  own  inclinations:  nay,  Sir, 
it  is  well  known,  that  in  every  conteded  clecftion,  many  members 
of  this  adembly  who  are  ultimately  to  judge,  in  a  kind  of  judicial 
capacity  between  the  competitors,  enlid  thcmfelvcs  as  parties  in 
the  contention,  and  take  upon  thenifclves  the  partial  management 
of  ihe  very  bufinefs  upon  which  they  Ihould  determine  with  ihf 
dricled  impartiality. 

How  often,  for  indance,  Mr  Prefident,  while  the  merits  of  a 
conteded  eleidion  have  been  trying  within  thclc  walls,  have  the, 
benches  been  almofl  empty  during  the  whole  examination  ?  but. 
Sir,  the  moment  ^he  quedion  approached,  how  have  you  lien  the 
members  croud  eagerly  to  their  (eats,  and  then  conddently  pro¬ 
nounce  upon  a  fubje^  on  which  they  had  not  heard  a  fyllabtc,  hpt 
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ill  private  fioni  the  parties  thenifelves  ?  This  is  not  all,  Mr  Prcfi. 
dent;  we  have  frequently  feen  trials  offtrength  upon  foine  prcvions 
queflion  between  the  friends  of  the  fitting  member  and  the  friends 
<>i’  the  petitioner,  and  we  have  alfo  frequently  (I  bluHi  while  I  de¬ 
clare  it),  feen  juilice  facrificed  to  numbers,  and  oppreflion  exalted 
on  the  (lioulders  of  a  giddy  majority,  into  the  facred  chair  of  legif. 
Jaiion.  This  is  a  grievance  of  an  alarming  magnitude,  and  I  pro- 
pole  to  offer  a  means  of  redrefs,  on  a  future  day,  to  the  confidcra- 
tion  of  this  illudrious  affembly.  But,  Sir,  niy  prefent  inientioti  is 
t(»  tn>uble  you  upon  a  very  different  affair;  it  is  to 'trouble  you  on 
the  fubjeCt  of  the  civil  lift,  a  revenue  which  is  mifapplied  ;  fo  far 
fioni  maintaining  tne  dignity  of  the  c — n,  it  lerves  only  to  befiege 
it  wiih  paralites,  and,  inftead  of  promoting  induftry  or  arts,  ferves 
only  to  (ubvert  tlie  freedom  of  the  people.  Sir,  there  is  by  law  a 
film  of  Hco.oool.  annually  made  good  by  this  affembly  to  the 

c - n,  for  the  end  of  fnpporting  the  regal  character  with  dignity, 

wliich,  together  wdtli  the  advantage  of  fome  additional  revenues, 
is  very  adequate  to  every  neceffary,  nay  every  liberal  expence  the 

r - n  has  occafion  to  incur;  >et,  iiotw  iibftanding  the  known 

gre  atnefs  of  the  fund,  and  the  known  (Economy  of  the  prefent  litnei, 

I  he  fund  has  been  found  infunicent  ;  a  conliderable  debt  has  been 
conirac^ied  on  the  creditof  it,  and  people  have  been  applied  lofor 
more  money,  where  all  the  thinking  men  in  the -kingdom  were 
nnaiiimoutly  t)f  o]iinion  that  they  had  already  granted  toil  much.* 
In  1764,  Sir,  the  diiburfements  of  tl;e  c — 1 1 — ft  were  870,660!. 
vet  thfingh,  lince  that  ]>criod,  a1rannu.1l  film  exceeding  30,000!. 
has  Ihllen  in  by  the  deaths  of  two  illiillriouR  princes,  the  d— kes  of 

(him - d  and  Y - k,  the  cxpeiices  of  the  c - n,  (b  far  from 

being  Icffcnrd,  have  experienced  an  hourly  increafe  ;Tor,  in‘1768, 
the  cxpendiiure  amounted  to  900,000!.  and  ]>olIibly, ,  when  we 
caune  to  levievv  the  cx)ienditure  of  the  lafl  year,  we  may  find  it 
llill  more  enormous.  Whoever  know#?  me,  Ivlr  Prefident,  knows, 
that  while  I  wiuild  avoid  prodigality,  I  fcorn  to  be  parfimonioos/ 

and  far  be  a  wifh  from  my  heart  tti  bind  m - -y  down  to  a  fti- 

p.cnd  inadequate  to  its  real  greatnels.  lint,  Sir,  in  the  late  reign, 
wlieii  magjiilicence  fircly  was  as  well  underftood,  and  poflibly 
inucb  belter  maintained,  the  c — — n  always  found  the  fund  ip- 
propriated  by  the  people  for  its  fnpport,  fiiflitient  to  its  utmoft  ex- 
jientes ;  and  at  that  time  the  neceffary  expence  muft  have  been  much 
more  conliderable  than  at  this  hour  ;  for  the  r— 1  f— 'V  was  grown* 
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I  how  public  money  lias  been  laid  put,  (ince  we  are  likely  to  be  cal- 
I  leil  upon  by  every  otcalional  deiiciency.  If,  Sir,  it  has  been  expend- 
I  til  ill  the  advancement  of  ufcful  arts,  or  the  encouragement  of  li- 
I  bfiMl  lliences;  if  it  has  been  given  to  relieve  the  wants  of  -the 
■  really  neccifiioas,  or  applied  to  reward  the  merits  of  the  truely 
(Iri'ei  viiiM,  I  inyl'tlf  (liall  be  the  firil  to  applaud  the  exalted  extra- 
lag.iiice  ; — but  if,  on  the  contrary,  it,has  been  laviflicd  upon  the 
pioiligaie;  if  it  l\as  been  Iqnatulered  upon  a  national  parricide,  to 
llab  the  unhappy  country,  whole  gencrolity  poured  it  into  the  r — 1 
e\(hei]ucT;  if,  while  refultii>g  from  the  virtues,  it  has  been  em- 
}>I  >)cd  to  dcliroy  the  happinefs  of  the  people,  it  is  our  duty  to  re- 
iiHrk  with  fcverity  upon  (b  fcandalous  a  mifapplicatlon,  and  to 
j'revpiit  ir,  if  pollible,  for  the  future.  Tlrerefore,  Sir,  as  there 
<  iM  be  ra>  reafon  to  fear  our  knowing  hovv  the  c — 1  1— ft  has  been 
iiiv.le  life  of,  if  it  lias  been  properly  ufed,  I  more  that  the  expen- 
iliiure  of  lait  year  may  be  laid  before  this  allembly;  if  the  expen¬ 
diture  has  been  improperly^  it  is  doubly  our  biidnefs  to  dilcover  it, 
hveaufe  the  honour  of  the  c— n  is  not  only  concerned,  but,  vvhat 
is  f)r  much  more  importance,  the  profperity  of  the  kingdom/^ 

Valerius  Vigil  ended  here,  and  Mutius  Scaevola  replied, 

Mr  Prejident,  Sir, 

IT  is  exceedingly  plcafant  to  find  gentlemen,  who  have  theni- 

Iflves  benefited  by  the  munificence  of  the  c - n,  and  who  are 

ih  emlelves  hourly  pocketing  the  public  money,  making  fb  ftrivft  an 
examination  fnto  the  difburfements  of  the  civil  lift,  and  weeping  fb 
tendeily  over  the  opprellions  of  their  poor  country.  However,  Sir, 
as  [  would  at  all  times  rather  reafon  than  rail,  and  as  I  am  defi- 
rous  of  leaving  the  liberal  field  of  invedlive  wholly  open  to  the 
enemies  of  a— —11,  I  fliall  proceed  at  once  to  the  reafbns  which 
induce  me-lo  oppofc  the  prefent  queftion. 

I  readily  grant.  Sir,  that  whenever  an  application  is  made  to  this 
airembly  for  an  extraordinary  fum,  to  wipe  off  occafional  incum¬ 
brances  on  the,  civil  lift,  the  aftembly  has  a  right  to  enquire  how 
Ibch  incumbrances  have  been  contracted  ;  and  it  is  but  reafbnable 
i.i  a  minifler  to  declare,  in  what  manner  the  revenue  appropriated 
to  riqiport  the  dignity  of  the  c— n  has  been  exceeded,  when  he 
isdefiroiis  of  having  deficiencies  fupplied  ;  but,  furcly.  Sir,  till  there 
is  nil  application  before  m  furfupplying  deficiencies,  it  is  untimely, 
it  is  improper,  itb  unjuft,  to  enter  into  any  examination  of  the  roy¬ 
al  expcnces.  The  right  hon.  member,  Kr,  who  has  brought  this 
enquiry  before  the  aflerably,  acknowledges  that  a  particular  fum  of 
money  is  granted  annually  for  the  purpofes  of  the  civil  lift,  and 
does  not  e\en  infinuate  that,  while  the  c-—n* confines  itfelf  with¬ 
in  the  fti  pula  ted  fum,  this  aftembly  has  the  minuteft  pretence  fbr 
ferutinixing  the  difburfements.  How  does  thc  right  hon.  gentle, 
men  know,  Sir,  that  the  revenue  under  confideration  has  been  in 
the  lead  exceeded  ?  how  does  he  know  that  a  (hilling  of  it  has 
been  improperly  applied?  nay,  how  does  he  know  that  there  it 
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not  a  confiderahle  faving  in  the  expenditures  of  this  year?  His  de» 
lire  of  an  encjiiiry  indeed  implies  a  (^ifpicion^  but  by  no  means  de- 
monflrates  a  fac^t ;  and  the  very  argument  which  he  urges  in  fa. 

voiirof  his  enquiry,  is  infinitely  (tronger  on  the  fide  of  ibe.c- _ n 

than  in  (iipj^ort  of  his  own  motion.  '  ^ 

Tlie  right  hon.  genileinan  tells  you,  Mr  Prefident,  that  notwitb- 

fiandifii::  the  liberal  ellahlifliment  given  by  the  civil  lift,  the  c _ .-n 

liad  run  coniiderably  in  debt,  as  appeared  by  the  application  hit 
year  to  make  good  the  deficiencies,  and  that,  becaufe  wewerelall 

year  called  upon  to  give  the  f - n  an  additional  Ibpply,  there  is 

jiifiicieni  realon  to  imagine  that  he  ftands  at  the  prefent  period  ia 
a  proportional  need  of  our  afliftance.  For  rny  own  part,  Sir;  how¬ 
ever  popular  it  may  be  id  arraign  the  principles,  or  doubt  the  in- 
ilepeiulency  of  this  afi'cmbly,  1  neither  think  the  continual  invec¬ 
tives  which  are  thrown  out  againft  both,  very  confiftent  either 
with  poliienefs,  or  honefiy.  i  think.  Sir,  ibis  afTenibly  is  at  Icaft 
intitlec!  to  the  juftice  which  is  legally  due  to  the  nieaneft  indivi- 
ciual,  and  that  we  (honld  at  all  events  cnnppliinent  it  with  the  clia* 
racier. of  probity,  till  we  have  realbn  to  doubt  the  propriety  of  this 
cliaracfieriftic. 

To  reafon,  cnnfcquently,  on  this  principle,  1  will  not  fiippofe 
that  this  alfeinbly  ran  He  guilty  of  a  perfidy  to  its  conftiiuents,  or 
ran  wantonly  lavifii  away  tliofe  treafures  to  deftroy,  which  arc  no- 
loriouily  collec^ted  to  promote,  the  liappinefs  of  the  people.  On 
the  contrary,  Sir,  I  will  fiippofe  that  this  aflembly' weighs,' with 
gre.it  deliberation,  the  various  difpolitions  of  the  public  money, 
:ind  never  makes  anv  grants  which  are  not  evidently  proper,  either 
for  the  interfft,  or  the  honour,  of  the  nation.  J  am  fure,  if  we  did 
not  do  this  from  choice,  we  have  abundant  caufe  to  do  it  from  ne- 
rclhty  ;  for  th.erc  is  not  a  cjueftion  of  any  importance  ever  carried  a- 
jnong  us,  without  an  elaborate  invefiigation;  without  a  moltilude 
i*f  argument.s  forcible  from  fad,  or  perplexing  from  prejudice;  and 
tlierc  forc  the  lumoft  circuinfpecl^ion  is  requifite  in  a  minifter,  par- 
ticiilarlv  when  he  alks  far  money,  where  luch  numbers  are  impati- 
rntly  on  the  watch  for  an  opportunity  to  traduce  his  ebarader,  to 
ir.i  Ire  prefent  his  heft  deligns,  and  hang  him  out  to  a  credulous  peo- 
]de  as  the  betraver  of  his  country. 

When  a  pectiniarv  queftion,  therefore,  has  paft  the*ordcal  of  this 
an'embly,  we  may  naturally  conclude,  that  there*  is  abundant  caufc 
lor  fanctifying  it  with  an  affirmative  ;  we  may  naturally  conclude, 
that  there  is  abundant  caufe  to  imagine  that  the  juftice,  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  it  rnuit  be  evidently  convincing  :  and  it  is  furely  a  ftrtuge 
mode  of  reafouiug  to  mention*  that  as  a  criminal,  or  an  errone^ 
ineifure  within  ihefe  walls,  to  the  juftice,  the  expediency  ofwbkh 
we  ourlelves  within  thefe  walls,  have  borne  the  moft  honoorablt 
left  imonv.  An  application.  Sir,  was  made  to  us  laft  year^  fo*** 
h.ipply  in  confcquence  of  deficiencies  on  the  civil  lift;  we  tboogu* 
the  appFicaiion  jull  and  expedient,  elfe  we  fhould  hot  have 
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it  .1  favourable  reception ;  looking  upon  it  however  to  be  both,  wc 
complied  with  the  requell  it  contained:  and  now  the  propriety  of 
that  procedure  is  to  countenance  the  grollell  impropriety y  and  we 

are  to  enquire  Jnto  the  private  expences  of  his  in - without  any 

rcafon,  merely  becaufe  we  granred  him  a  fupply,  where  we  con- 
litieicd  it  to  be  abfolutely  necelTary.  That  grant,  Sir,  if  it  proves 
any  thing,  proves  that  thete  is  more  occafion  to  truft  the  r — 1  dif- 
(Tction  than  to  doubt  it. — Mad  we  refufed  the  money  laft  year,  or 
{liven  it  reluctantly,  there  might  be  room  to  examine  into  the  ap. 
})licaiion  of  the  arrcar— — but  giving  it  chearfully,  nay  gladly,  we 
acknowledged  ourfelves  convinced  w’ith  regard  to  the  retflitude  of 
ihc  expenditure,  and  have  of  courfe  more  foundation  for  an  in- 
crcalbd  confidence  in  his  in— ,  than  for  arraigning  his  oeconomy. 
Tpoii  the  whole,  Sir,  as  the  civil  lid  is  entirely  the  revenue  of  the 

4 - n,  the  c - n  has  a  right  to  difpofe  of  it  at  will.  If  future 

.n)plicarions  are  made  for  additional  fupplies,  the  expenditure  may 

l>c  examined  with  propriety.  ’  At  prefent  you  give  the  k - 

J^cCjOCol.  a  year  to  fpend  as  he  pleafes,  and  then  alk  him  what 
lu*  does  with  it;  this  is  neither  decent  to  him,  nor  fcnfible  to  your- 
li-lves.  You  would  not  even  alk  one  of  your  officers  what  he  does 
uitli  the  money  you  allow  him  for  fupport,  though  perhaps  the 
enquiry  might  be  right  if  he  petitioned  for  an  increafe  of  falary. 
Sir,  there  are  nine  years  accounts,  at  this  moment,  lying  before  this 
alfembly,  and  the  account  now  demanded,  if  even  voted  to  be 
brought  in,  being  necelfarily  made  up,  not  for  a  quarter-day,  but 
an  unufual  lime,  cannot  poUibly  be  ready  for  infpe^lioii  this  felfion. 
The  right  honourable  member  who  made  the  motion,  is  too  well 
acquainted  with  bulinefs  not  to  know^  this;  on  which  account,  I 
hope  ihe  motion  will  be  rejected,  and  that  all  enquiries  into  the 
civil  lid  expences  may  be  waved  till  future  aids  are  applied  for, 
efpeciallv  as  I  lhall  advile  the  c— n  to  be  particularly  cautious 
in  its  dilburfenicnts;  and  never  to  exceed  its  dated  revenues,  but 
blit  where  the  utility  of  the  cxcefs  will  be  certain  of  approbation 
from  this  aflembly^ — Here  Mutiiis  Scsevola  ended. 

Little  was  faid  afterwards  on  this  fubjecd— Cneius  Collatinus 

(c - B— )  and  Helvetius  Hefper  (Mr  C - x)  indeed  fpoke 

generally  againd  places  and  penlions,  and  mentioned  the  prevalent 
opinion  without  doors  of  the  civil  lid  being  employed  to  procure  a 
majority  in  that  aflembly.  On  a  divillon  however  the  motion  was 
thrown  out  by  262  againd  165.  [To  be  continued.'^

IF  the  following  refle<5fions  on  the  Love  of  Novelty  ftiould  merit 
a  place  in  your  inftruclive  and  entertaining  Magazine,  the  in- 
fcriion  of  them  will  oblige  yours,  ^cc.  Palcetnon* 

In  profecuting  this  fiibjc<ft,  I  (hall  firft  view  the  love  of  novelty 
as  a  principle  implanted  in  human  nature  :  ad/y,  endeavour  to  point 
out  fome  of  the  beneficial  effetfts  it  is  attended  with,  when  dire<ft- 
ed  to  proper  objetfts.  jd/y,  State  fome  of  the  difadvantages  that 
(low  from  it  when  it  is  not  kept  under  prudent  reftncflions;  and 
lazily ^  confider  the  wifdom  the  great  author  of  our  exiftcn^c  has 
VoL.  Virr.  D  d  d  difplayed 
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dilplayed  In  endowing  us  with  fucli  a  principle.  Firft^  I  mj 
vievv  the  love  of  novelty  as  a  principle  implanted  in  us  by  nature. 
Our  propenlities  to  this  or  the  other  objeifl-^are  partly  natural, 
partly  adventitious  or  acquired;  but  Tome  criterion  may  eafily  be 
fixed  on,  which  will  clearly  diftinguifh  thofe  which  are  the  genuine 
offspring  of  nature,  from  thofe  which  are  only  the  effe<5t  of  habit, 
education  or  example.  If  an  inclination  is  natural,  it  will  difedver 
itfelf  in  the  earlieft  periods  of  life,  and  not  in  a  few  individuals 
only,  but  in  the  whole  fpecies  alniofl:  without  exception. 

Now,  whoever  accurately  obferves  the  conduct  of  children  in  a 
Pate  of  infancy,  will  readily  acknowledge,  that  the  love  of  no¬ 
velty  is  (Irongly  predominant  in  their  tender  minds  ;  though  fondly 
ptiaehet!  for  a  feafon  to  this  object  or  the  other,  they  foon  exprefs 
a  dillike  to  their  prefent  enjoyments,  and  burn  with  a  reliefs  dc- 
firc  of  fomeiliing  new  and  unfeeii.  Could  we  trace  .with  certainty 
the  fecret  oj>erations  of  their  fouls,  perhaps  we  fhbuld  fee  their 
little  hearts  often  overflowing  with  the  moft  delicate  pleafure,  on 
orcafion  of  finic  new  accelfion  to  their  fcanty  (lore  of  knowledge; 
»»r,  could  we  recollcet  what  time  has  now  obliterated,  what  pafled 
in  our  own  minds  at  the  fame  period,  we  would  need  no  other  ar¬ 
gument  to  convince  us,  that  of  all  padiiuis  the  love  of  novelty, 
the  defire  of  fomething  iinknow n,  maintained  the  mod  incon- 
ironlahle  aftendancy  over  us.  Do  we  then  fee  this  paflion  cxift- 
ing  in  the  infant,  doubly  (Irengihened  in  the  adult,  and  can  we 
deny  that  it  is  a  child  of  nature,  and  that  unening  wiftlom  has 
intended  this  active  principle  for  fome  very  important  purpofes  in 
lite  ?  As  nature  does  nothing  in  vain,  this  curious  excitement  to 
admiration,  <S:c  mull  undoubtedly  be  producfive  of  much  toinpla- 
ceucy  and  benefit  to  mankind,  if  directed  to  its  proper  end.  But 
this  leads  me.  to  point  out  the  beuelicial  efl'eCts  it  is  attended 

^^ilil  when  jiidicioully  regulated.  As  this  principle,  on  the  one 
hind,  has  a  nalunl  tendency  to  fliake  off  the  floih  of  the  foul, 
r.iul  K'-iife  it  into  action  of  one  kind  or  other,  and,  as  on  the  othff 
hand,  the  brevity  of  human  life,  which,  at  the  very  longeft,  is  con- 
f  r.cd  wiiliin  the  narrow  bounds  of  a  fevv  years,  prevents  us  from 
«  ntciing  on  many  puifnits,  and  renders  it  impollible  to  pufh  thofe 
we  do  enter  on  to  any  great  extent,. it  is  very  interefling,  that  this 
iinpulle  of  Hu*  inmd  be  directed  towards  objects  that  merit  the 
attention  of  beings  w  ho  boalt  the  pi  e-eininence  of  reafbn.  Tb»* 
direction  i'l  m  ly  he  (aid  to  have,  when  the  purfuits  it  prompts  to 
are  Inch  as  tei  ininaie  in  the  advantage  of  body  or  mind,  and,  in* 
liead  of  being  trivial  or  vain,  arc  calculated  to  promote,  in  oue 
w.»\  or  other,  the  inierell  of  intlividuals  or  locicties. 

When  onr  love  of  novelty  takes  this  laudable  rout,  the  hippy 
eiiecis  leliibing  from  our  being  poffefTed  of  loch  a  principle,  iW 
vei  V  \iiihle.  ^'here  is  a  great  analogy  between  the 
onr  mind  ami  body  ;  as  the  bodv  naturally  recoils  from  whatever 
^atltvts  it  with  pain,  fo  the  foul  exorefles  an  averdon  to  whitceef 
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is  proiliiotive  of  une:ilin€(a  to  it,  or,  as  It  were,  exbauHs  it  with  an 
e\c(  Is  of  toil.  Hence  every  laborious  difquifition,  and  tedious  in- 
vclti^ation,  would  fbon  be  rcfigned  as  inconfiftent  with  the  eafe  of 
t  he  iiiinil,  were  there  not  a  priiiciple  in  it,  viz*  the  love  of  novelty, 
eviJeiuly  intended  by  nature  to  fortify  it  againll  fenfations  of  this 
1  irt,  and  j)ulh  it  forward  in  the  fearch  of  truth.  Thh  principle 
I'lay  be  coohdered  as  a  faithful  concomitant,  which  attends  the 
ioijJ  in  all  her  purfoit^ ;  ;ind,  when  defpondcncy  is  ready  to  over- 
Nvhelm  her,  and  put  a  Hop  to  all  her  further  iniproveincnts,  in- 
fpiies  her  with  courage  to  refume  her  talk,  and  to  encounter  every 
difiicnlty  that  oppofes  her  progrefs.  To  this  principle  alone  it  is 
ouing,  that  fo  many  devote  themfelves  to  this  branch  of  ftudy  or 
ilie  other,  in  direc^t  oppofition  to  every  lucrative  view,  while  even 
ilieir  hopes  of  rifing  to  fame  are  precarious  and  diHaut.  To  this 
lone  caul<.\it  muH  be  imputed,  that  knowledge  has  been  perpetu« 
y’liy  intrealing  among  men  from  one  generation  to  another,  and 
that  the  latter,  ages  of  the  world  have  outihone  all  the  preceding. 

In  line,  to  what  elfe  can  it.  be  attributed  that  Boyle,  that 
i-ocke,  that  Newton,  made  fuch  wide  excurfions  into  fields  of 
hience  uutravelled  before,  and  by  their  difeoveries  refle<fled 
luch  dillinguillied  honour  on  our  ille  i  Such  are  the  advantages 
that  attend  the  love  of  novelty  when  it  is  directed  to  proper  ob¬ 
jects;  yet  thefc  are  only  a  few  inftances  of  futh  as  refpetft  this 
iife.  VV'^hy  may  we  not  fiippole,  that  this  principle  will  operate 
with  dill  greater  elficacy  and  advantage  in  a  future  Hate  of  €»- 
kieiice,  and  continue  to  lead  us  on  to  a  much  more  extenlive  and 
accurate  knowledge  of  the  glorious  perfc<ftions  and  wonderful 
works  of  the  Deity,  than  we  now  polfefs?  Only  we  muft  remem¬ 
ber,  that  our  refcarches  then  will  not  |>roceed,  as  they  often  do  in 
the-  prefent  Hate,  from  a  difreltih  of  what  we  know;  and  that  they 
will  be  quite  exempted  from  all  difliculty,  'lab<iur,  unealinefs  or 
Along  with  the  many  advantages  that  attend  the  love  of 
novelty,  particularly  in  regard  of  literary  purfuits,  I  mnft  not  for¬ 
get  to  meniioii  one  difadvantage  that  fometiines  fprings  from  if, 
viz.  that  it  hurries  us  with  too  great  rapidity  from  one  invediga- 
lioii  to  another,  and  deftroys  the  very  end  we  have  in  view/ the 
acquifiiioii  of  knowledge,  by  dividing  our  attention^  or  not  permit¬ 
ting  us  to  red  fufficiently  long  on  one  olije^fl.  This  ceruinjy  ought 

to  be  much  guarded  againft. - But  I  proceed  now,  to  con:. 

lider  the  diladvantages  which  arife  from  this  principle,  when  it  it 
not  propel ly  redriiflcd.  It  may  be  juftly  faid  to  be  prod i tilted  Co 
a  wrong  purpose,  when  it  is  m)t  dirc^cd  towards  obje<fls  of  impor¬ 
tance  and  worth ;  when  it  only  ferves,  as  is  too  often  the  cafe,  to 
render  a  man  the  obfequioua  Have  of  fadiion,  and  didinguUh  him 
as  the  mod  xealous  devotee  of  every  capricious  mode  ;  when  it  hn- 
ly  ferves  to  render  him  immoderately  folicitous  about  the  external 
polidi  of  the  body,  and  wound  him  to  the  heart  whenever  he  is  . 
confeious  of  tlie  (inalleft  deviation  from  the  reigning  udci  while  I 

the  I 
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the  improvement  of  bis  intellectual  powers,  for  wlncb’  this  prin, 
ciple  was  chiefly  cleflined,  is,  of  all  ihinos  earthly,  the  molt  remote 
from  his  ihon-jilus.  Is  it  not  alfo  milerahly  perverted,  when,  in, 
fle.ui  of  leading  a  man  to  (peculations  that  are  truly  rational  and 
entfiiainini? ,  and  (lu'h  as  would  contribute  greatly  to  hi's  happi. 
nefs  in  any  lituation,  it  proves  a  perpetual  (curce  of  extreme  in, 
flabiliiy,  and  renders  him  always  difconiented  with  the  prefent 
ffen-,  though,  perhaps,  the  ha]^pie(t  that  nature  can  pofTibly 
allor  1  ;  hunics  him  from  the  country  to  the  city,  from  the  city  to 
the  ouiiiry,  from  one  kingdom  to  another,  in  quclt  of  that  red 
which  the  inutabilhy  of  his  own  difpolilion  will  never  permit  him 
to  find  ;  like  a  lick  man,  who  can  find  eafe  in  no  poliiion  whatever? 
Again,  this  palfion  has  undoubtedly  taken  a  vvrong  bent,  when  it 
infpites  lis  with  an  arc'.ent  delire,  not  of  making  clifcoveries  liene* 
ticial  to  ourlelves  or  others,  but  of  worming  out  the  fecrets  of 
ihofc  arouiul  us,  wiih  no  <»ther  purpofe  but  to  communicate  them 
to  their  dlficl vantage.  That  there  are  ])crfons  wdio  would  com- 
pafs  heaven  and  earth  for  this  end,  is  loo  true  and  loo  obvious  to 
need  any  proof ;  and  certainly  it  is  more  owing  to  their  love  of 
novelty  having  taken  a  wrong  direction,  than  to  any  other  caufe. 
Jt  would  be  a  very  eafy  matter  to  niiiUiply  indances  of  the  bad 
elfcCts  redounding  from  the  injudicious  regulation  of  the  love  of 
novelty,  would  lime  permit  me  to  enter  farther  into  this  fubject; 
Ivat  this  1  deligneilly  wave,  in  order  to  halleii  to  the  lad  thing  pro- 
]>ofeil,  viz.  the  confidcraiion  of  the  wirdom  the  author  of  our 
exillente  has  difplaved  in  endowing  us  with  fuch  a  principle*— 
'Had  the  great  founder  of  our  being  conlerred  on  us  every  other 
faculty  requifue  (or  acquiring  and  retaining  knowledge,  as  judg- 
vnent,  niemcry,  perception,  See,  and  only  left  us  deditute  of  this 
principle  we  have  been  conlidering,  what  would  the  confequence 
have  been?  W  onld  not  the  other  powers  have  lain  torpid  and  in- 
aclivc  in  the  I'oiil,  without  this  to  roufe  them  and  fet  them  a-mov- 
ing?  This,  though  it  cannot  be  conlidered  iil'elf  as  a  power  which 
directly  at  quirts  knowledge,  and  fpreads  new  light  through,  the 
(oul,  yei  it  mud  he  acknowledged,  that  it  is  elfentially  reqililiic 
for  ih  It  purpofe, as  it  not  only  puts  the  faculties  in  motion  at  fir(l> 
hut  coniiniies  them  in  it  :  w  ithoiii  it  wil'dom  would  have  continued 
fixed  at  an  immoveable  point,  or  rather  primseval  barbarUnii  tod 
ignorance  would  have  dellended  to  the  prefent  time;  withottl*^ 
we  vvonhl  not  have  feen  the  arts  and  fciences  gradually  rifing  and 
approaching  towards  perfection,  nor  one  generation  more  enlighten¬ 
ed  than  another,  but  a  brutal,  unpolilhed  race  of  men  overfpeead- 
ing  tiie  earth  h\»m  |>ole  to  pole,  ^'hus  the  wiidom  of  the  atttbof 
td'  nature  is  eminently  inanifclled  in  endowing  us  with  foeb  * 
jirinclple  as  this,  which  not  only  renders  us  capable  of  iiii|W^** 
uic.it  litre,  hut  by  its  nature  gives  us  almod  an  abiblute  cetUm^t 
that  in  the  life  to  come,  whcMi  the  powers  of  the  (oul  ^ 
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i  and  lively,  and  coiifequently  capable  of  a 
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ipr^ful  exertion,  it  will  never  permit  us  to  (lop  in  our  progrefs  to* 
perfection,  but  pufh  us  forward  from  one  exalted  fpeculation

MrBennet,  after  having  attentively  liftened  to  his  old  friend's 
acrnuiit  of  Mr  Hudfon,  told  him,  that  he  was  yery  glad  he  had 
acted  in  f)  cautious  a  manner.  **  From  your  defcripiion  of  him 
(foiuimied  he),  and  from  feveral  circumftances  you  have  mention- 
(il,  he  niiifl  be  the  Hudfon  who  has  fo  didinguifhed  himfelf  by  his 
ganiino  and  his  gallantry  in  this  quarter  of  the  town.

wnich  iiiighf  reafonably  have  been  ex- 
]>ccU’d,  the  failure  mult  be  imputed  to 
t  lir  proHig.ccy  of  the  times,  for  which  (1 
bliith  to  (peak  it)  a  prince  as  well  as 
laws  may  be  too  good.  Nothing  would 
fiioek  me  more  chan  to  be  fufjMrcied  of 
fiaitering  the  prefeut  reign,  or  dander- 
ing  the  lalt;  both  whkh  i  evilly  fcorn  ; 
and  dcirll  :  But  juiiice  requires  «>f  me 
thus  mucli ;  that,  while  i  condemn  a  go- 
ve:nincnc,  which  was  founded  upon  a 
fyitciii  of  corruption,  and  cmidodted  by 
the  p.idlons,  prejudices,  and  inrereils  of 
a  partlculir  party,  1  commend  the  be- 
revfdeut  iiurtiiinus  of  hij  preftns  maje- 
fly,  M  ho,  at  his  coiniug  to  the  throue, 
laid  down  a  lung  extenfive  and  peneroui 
plan,  and  called  10  bis  adminiilration 
perlbfis  iudifcriininately  from  all  par* 
ties.  It  was  certainly  highly  difgraceful 
to  the  king,  and  not  very  bcueticial  to 
the  cominuiiicy,  to  have  the  royal  power 
and  bounty  monopolized  by  a  particular 
juuto,  who  Lefct  the  throne  like  a  pack 


of-janifaries,  and  rudely  diored  away 
tnodclly  and  meric,  whenever  they  pre- 
fumed,  which  indeed  was  but  frldofn,  to 
make  the  rmalleilt  advances.  To  reme¬ 
dy  fhti  evil,  his  majelly  opened  a  new 
way  to  court  prelermetit,  which  was  ne¬ 
ver  to  be  birred  agatnfl  defert  of  any 
party,  whether  it  appeared  in  the  quef- 
tionabie  lhape  of  Whig  or  of  Tory#' 
from  both  which  be  promifcuoufly  felctfi- 
ed  his  miniltcrs.  It  is  eafy  to  forelee, 
that  fuch  a  plan  as  this,  unlcfs  fuppori- 
cd  with  the  utmoft  vigour  and  refolu- 
tion.  mull  fooo  be  overlaid  and  crulbed 
to  pieces,  by  what  Shakcl'peare  calls  the 
f^itnefs  of  theft  purfj  times.

The  experiment 
certaioly  wasgraciondy  intended,  tho'it 
failed  of  fuccefs  ;  for  with  a  new  loiiri- 
llry  a  new  faCtiua  fpraiig  u|),  or  rather 
the  old  one  acquired  new  vigour  and  in- 
fulence  :  Another  and  another  change 
of  aduiiniltraiioii  took  place  ;  each  with

IVarfsWt  June  6.  **  Xhc  cfcorte  of  the 

prince  of  Brunfwick  and  the  other  vo¬ 
lunteers,  was  attacked  ten  miles  from 
this  city  by  rhe  confederates,  who  were 
rcpnlfed  with  lofs.  The  prince  happily 
arrived  at  Lublin  thc^d  inlfc.  and  imine 
diately  continued  his  route  for  general 
Komanzow’s  army. 

Brujfels,  June  14.  “Her  royal  high- 
nefs  the  princefs  dowager  of  Wales  and 
the  duke  of  Glouceller,  arrived  here  /w- 
eo^nito  the  day  before  yeflerday,  and 
continued  their  journey  the  uext  day 
for  Hanover." 

Hjmturgh,  June  15.  “A  letter  from 
Warfaw  of  good  authority  mentions, 
that  the  Kuflian  generals  Sroffelu  and 
Kepniii  have  beaten  and  routed  a  ifrong 
body  of  Turks  and  Tartars.’'

They  write  from  Aberdeen,  that,  on 
hlonday  fe'en-nighi,  the  brig  Mary  of 
Peterhead,  William  Hall  mafter,  on  her 
voyage  from  Sunderland  to  Speymoutb, 
with  «  oals,  fprnng  a  leak  off  Trouphead; 
the  vciTel  made  water  fo  faft,  that  tho' 
the  crew  endeavoured  to  run  her  a(hore, 
and  had  the  affiftance  of  capt.
